Magna concerned 'bedroom tax' 
could leave residents struggling

rent payments. 

Magna Housing’s Income Manager Colette 
McKenny revealed the scale of a problem which has 
left many residents falling behind on their rent. 

Dorchester-based Magna provides and manages af¬ 
fordable homes across Dorset and Somerset. 

Mrs McKenny highlighted two benefits reforms 
pushed through by the coalition government which 
have hit some people with a double whammy of hav¬ 
ing to pay an under-occupancy penalty and facing re¬ 
duced help with council tax bills. 

Often referred to as the “bedroom tax” the under-oc¬ 
cupancy penalty penalises residents in social housing 
with unoccupied rooms in their houses, forcing them 
to cough up and extra £20 a week or move to smaller 
premises. 

Mrs McKenny said: “With the under-occupancy 
penalty there is an element of people who can move 
or swap but there are some who do not want to for a 
variety of reasons. 

“Moving might mean leaving behind a support net¬ 
work - parents, family or friends who help with child-

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SAM Mackenzie-Green, 36, has been the 
Dorset County Show Secretary since 2002, 
moving from Berkshire. She came to Dorset 
with her husband, giving up a job managing an 
equestrian business, to become the show's 
youngest secretary. 

Despite this being her busiest weeks of the 
year she found time to talk to us about her life 
and the show, which this year takes place on 
Saturday and Sunday, September 7th and 8th. 


■ HAVE you always had an interest in horse rid¬ 
ing? 

Certainly since I was nine when I started riding. Al¬ 
though I’d had an academic education I went off to do 
an Equine Studies Degree which in those days was 
quite new. I just thought that I’d had enough of sub¬ 
jects like Latin and wanted to follow something I 
loved. I’ve continued competing in eventing and dres¬ 
sage until quite recently when, with two small chil¬ 
dren, we decided to build our own house and realised 
there simply wasn’t the time - but I’m not giving up 
completely. 

■ WITH the county show now just weeks away, 
do you ever think you would rather do some¬ 
thing else? 

I love the variety and the pressure - the way it all 
builds up and then you have a natural lull in the winter. 
I enjoy the pressure but I wouldn’t want to do it all the 
year round. I’m an organiser and I like to have things 
planned and then watch it all fall into place, so the job 
really suits me. 

■ AND if the show came to an end and you had 
to find something else what do you think you 
might do? 

My mother always said I should go into law, but I 
think if I had to I might run a business or start my own. 
Running the show teaches you lots of transferable 
skills. 

■ HOW did you get the job? 

We had already moved here when I saw it advertised. 
I thought ‘this is right up my street’, I couldn’t believe 
it. They had quite a lot of applicants and whittled it 
down to six, quite a mix of people who had the expe¬ 
rience and I was the youngest. I remember being in- 
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terviewed at 2pm and the then chairman, Tom Bartlett, 
phones me at 5pm and told me I’d got the job. I just 
put the phone down and screamed. When I started it 
was the first show after foot and mouth so it was quite 
a turbulent time. I inherited a show which was tradi¬ 
tional in every sense. I remember when I started the 
accounts were done by hand, we had a big ledger in 
which everything was entered. 

■ LOOKING back what's the best change, or 
changes, you have made? 

The introduction of ‘children go free’ was a major 
turning point. This should be an educational event, it’s 
part of our aims, and to have children coming along 
for free (with an adult) shows we are a family-friendly 
event and committed to educating people about agri¬ 
culture. But I think we have also managed to balance 
the more traditional aspects of the show with the com¬ 
mercial aspects, making it attractive to more people. 

■ DO you worry about the show? 

Yes. I can have sleepless nights and I often wake up 
early with half a dozen things on my mind, so I try to 
get to bed early. My biggest worry is not the organisa¬ 
tion, but the weather. If we get a series of good days 
in the run up to the show I start thinking that we are 
somehow using them up! 

■ WHO has been influential in your life? 

I grew up in the era of Margaret Thatcher as Prime 
Minister and I’d been through a fe min ist grammar 
school, so whatever you think of her politics it was 
very encouraging to see a woman in that position and 
to get the message that women could achieve any¬ 
thing. Mrs Thatcher and Hilary Clinton are both very 
inspirational. 

■ HOW do you relax? 

With the family, although for these four weeks I don’t 
get to see them as much as I would like. This last 
weekend was probably the last one I will get off until 
the show is over. I like to potter in the garden and to 
read. I like classics like Dickens or I will pick up a 
thriller if I want a quick read.

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Deadline looms for council 
conservation grant scheme

THE end of August is the 
cut-off date to apply for a 
West Dorset grant to help 
improve the environ¬ 
ment. 

The district council is 
offering £18,000 for 
schemes which help im¬ 
prove the landscape, con¬ 
serve historic features 
and protect community 
assets such as railings, 
gates, steps, painted 
signs and wells. 


The money will be di¬ 
vided, up to a maximum 
of £3,000 per successful 
application. 

Projects that help local 
communities create a 
parish or neighbourhood 
plan to influence services 
and new development, 
can also apply for 
money. 

A council spokesperson 
said: “The Conservation 
and Community Plan¬ 


ning Grant Scheme will 
help local communities 
improve their area and 
protect the things that 
make it special. 

“It will give neighbour¬ 
hoods a helping hand and 
allow them to conserve 
historic features, influ¬ 
ence future development 
and fund other landscape 


improvements.” 

Funding may be avail¬ 
able for up to 50 per cent 
of a project’s costs. 

Applications have to be 
submitted to the district 
council, in Dorchester, 
by August 31 st with final 
decisions about the allo¬ 
cation being made in 
September. 


Anyone is able to 
apply, including town 
and parish councils, busi¬ 
nesses and individuals, 
although they will need 
parish or town council 
support, together with 
community groups, in¬ 
cluding Local Area Part¬ 
nerships. 

The grants will not 
cover salaries and run¬ 
ning costs or projects that 
mainly benefit an indi¬ 


vidual householder or 
landowner.

care, advice and other 
day-to-day matters. 

“Or moving just down 
the road could mean 
being in a new catchment 
area for their school 
meaning they have to pay 
for transport or change 
schools, which is disrup¬ 
tive for the children.” 

The penalty coincides 
with reforms to council 
tax relief brought in on 
April 1st which saw peo¬ 
ple on benefits paying 
some of their council tax 
bill themselves - often 
for the first time. 

Mrs McKenny claims 
some residents are hav¬ 
ing to find an extra £20 
plus a week on a budget 
that has changed little 
from the previous year. 

She said: “We are find¬ 
ing roughly a third of res¬ 
idents appear to be 


managing with the in¬ 
crease - but you have to 
ask how are they manag¬ 
ing? How has it affected 
their private lives? How 
are they affording food? 

“Then there is a third 
who were struggling be¬ 
fore the changes - their 
situation has become 
worse. 

“The final third are 
those who were not 
struggling before but 
who are now.” 

Mrs McKenny believes 
that more than 400 resi¬ 
dents across the county 
are affected. 

In order to keep rent 
coming in - and to pre¬ 
vent residents from sink¬ 
ing further into financial 
trouble - Mrs McKenny 
already has two Money 
Matters staff going door 
to door to help residents 
cope with the changes.

Mrs McKenny said: 
“Lyn is a big help and 
works very well as an ad¬ 
visor. She has been in¬ 
volved a long time and 
understands the need to 
pay rent. 

“She understands from 
the coal face the issues 
people are dealing with.” 

Mrs McKenny contin¬ 
ued: “If tenants are strug¬ 


gling, if they talk to us 
we can provide support. 
But if they don’t talk to 
us we can’t help. 

“I would encourage 
people struggling to pay 
rent to talk to us so we 
can point them in the 
right direction.” 

Mrs McKenny also 
recognised there was 
more at stake than the 
plight of individuals. 

She said: “If fewer peo¬ 
ple can pay rent we have 
less income which means 
it could possibly affect 
services in five or so 
years time.” 



Councillors conservatory concerns 

TOWN councillors have voiced their concerns over 
plans for a conservatory to the rear of 8 Alfred 
Road. 

The planning and environment committee 
voted to write to West Dorset District Council plan¬ 
ners objecting to the proposed building because 
of the effect they feared it would have on neigh¬ 
bours. 

The committee also voted to object to proposals 
for a loft conversion with side and rear dormer 
windows at 28, South Court Avenue which they 
say will be out of keeping with other properties in 
the road. The application also includes a new 
garage and an extension to the kitchen and dining 
area. 

Councillors also voted to object to a planned loft 
conversion at 109 Bridport Road on similar 
grounds. 

They will also voice objections to a single-storey 
rear extension on the footprint of an existing con¬ 
servatory at 50 Marie Road. 

Final decisions on all of the applications will be 
made by West Dorset District Council.

The study was later 
used by Hardy as a bed¬ 
room and is also the 
room in which he died. It 
is also where he finished 
writing The Mayor of 
Casterbridge and wrote 
The Woodlanders, about 
to be performed as a play 
at Max Gate this week¬ 
end. 

The two first floor 
rooms at Max Gate have 
never been opened to the 
public before but the Na¬ 
tional Trust has been 
keen to allow visitors to 
see more of the house. 

“The rooms were still 
lived in which meant we 
couldn’t open them,” ex¬ 
plained Jen Davis, the 
National Trust’s Visitor 
Services Manager at Max 
Gate. 

“There were rooms in 
the servants attics which 
were not being used and 
we have invested in con¬ 
verting them into a self- 
contained flat which is 
now used for staff and

volunteer accommoda¬ 
tion to free up the two 
original Hardy rooms.” 

Although Max Gate 
was empty when opened 
two-years-ago, it has 
now been furnished with 
a donation of antique sur¬ 
plus furniture from Shell 
UK. Using photographs 
from Hardy’s time, the 
rooms have been fur¬ 
nished to recreate a simi¬ 
lar mood to the author’s 
day. 

“Unfortunately we 
don’t have the furniture - 
or the money - to furnish 
these rooms fully yet so 
we will simply open 
them as they are for now, 
with a few pieces of fur¬ 
niture,” added Jen. “They 
are still decorated as they 
were by the last tenants 
to live in Max Gate. 

“We have been steadily 
improving Max Gate for 
visitors and we are al¬ 
ways keen to listen to 
ideas for how we can de¬ 
velop the house. How we 
furnish and decorate 
these rooms will be 
planned carefully over 
the rest of the year.” 


Hardy, who was born in 
a small cob and thatch 
cottage nearby Dorch¬ 
ester in 1840, wrote his 


early works in what is 
now called Hardy’s Cot¬ 
tage. They included 
Under the Greenwood 
Tree and Far from the 
Madding Crowd. 

From 1885 he moved 
to live at Max Gate, 


which he designed him¬ 
self. 

It was his home until 
his death in 1928 and 
where he wrote Tess of 
the d’Urbervilles, Jude 
the Obscure and The 
Mayor of Casterbridge.

Arts charity benefits from Olympic legacy

One year on, Kate Wood, Executive Director for Ac¬ 
tivate has seen an increase in the numbers of artists 


wanting to work in Dorset, and more communities 
wanting to display similar style events in their coun¬ 
ties. 

She said: “2012 was a phenomenal year for Activate 
and was helped tremendously by the Olympic cele¬ 
brations. We were extremely proud to showcase some 
of the world’s best outdoor artists and Harmonic 
Fields in particular, was highlighted as an event that 
left lasting memories in people’s minds.” 

Activate’s biennial festival, Inside Out Dorset, co¬ 
incided with the Paralympics and its closing cere¬ 
mony. Kate added: “Inside Out Dorset is always 
hugely popular, but we found that with the help of the 
Olympic celebration, performing arts reached audi¬ 
ences that may not have previously experienced the 
theatre or an art gallery and would never have thought 
they would enjoy a sound installation.”

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Dorset farmers continue to suffer mixed fortunes 



DORSET farms are con¬ 
tinuing to suffer mixed 
fortunes - with some im¬ 
provements in markets, 
but always aware that 
disaster can suddenly 
strike. 

The county’s NFU held 
an open day at one of 
their member’s farms in 
a week when one of his 
cattle was diagnosed as a 
suspected TB carrier and 
on that day had been sent 
off for slaughter. 

That finding will effec¬ 
tively stop cattle move¬ 
ments for months on end 
and stop him selling any 
of his herd, apart from 
for slaughter. 

NFU Dorset chairman 
Paul Gould said that food 
production would be¬ 
come more important as 
the world’s population 
increased dramatically, 
making protection of UK 
markets even more sig¬ 
nificant to our economy. 

But he said that farmers 
would have to learn to 
work smarter and it was 
likely that less profitable 
land would be diverted to 
environmental schemes 
and other uses. 

The NFU’s county ad¬ 
visor Matt Uren said 
most farmers not only 
produced food but were 


also custodians on the 
county’s landscape and 
wildlife. He said that the 
industry continues to be 
affected by the vagaries 
of pricing, bovine TB 
and the effects of the 
Common Agricultural 
Policy. 

He said it was almost 
inevitable that there 
would be cuts to grants 
available, given the 
world economic situa¬ 
tion, and said that Dorset 
farmers were prepared 
for the changes and felt 
that it was right that they, 
along with everyone else, 
should benefit less from 
taxpayer support in diffi¬ 
cult times. 

He added: “But there 
are concerns about how 
this will be implemented 
by DEFRA and we need 
to ensure that we are 
treated the same as other 
European farmers.” 

He said one of the main 
concerns for dairy and 
beef farmers was the ef¬ 
fects of TB. In 1988 it 
had affected 110 cattle in 
the county which had to 
go for slaughter, in 2010 
the figure had risen to 
5,761. 

“We have to make sure 
we get the right move¬ 
ment restrictions and 


tackle the disease in 
wildlife,” he said. 

Mr Uren said that, like 
others, farmers in the 
county were appalled by 
the horsemeat scandal 
but the industry was 
proud that meat from UK 
producers had been 
viewed as a trusted 
source by the majority. 
He urged Dorset resi¬ 
dents to buy locally pro¬ 
duced meat and to look 
for cuts backed by the 
Red Tractor logo. 

Farmer James Cossins, 


who hosted the open day, 
said his family farmed 
2,300 acres with the 
dairy herd producing 2.5 
million litres of milk a 
year from 320 cows. 

The farm also produced 
wheat for bread and bis¬ 
cuits and some animal 
feed and barley for beer 
making if the quality was 
good, some of which was 
exported. 

The farm also grows oil 
seed and has a beef herd 
of around 100 cattle, 
many of which went to 


the farm’s own butchery, 
the local pub and a local 
supermarket. 

With more than 50 
acres of woodland and 
some hay meadows 
much of the land was 
farmed for wildlife with 
six metre field margins 
and awkward field cor¬ 
ners set aside, often with 
the help of EU grants. 

“We always do what 
we can for the environ¬ 
ment and we are also in a 
nitrate vulnerable zone 
so there are strict controls 
on the use of fertilisers 
and organic manures.” 


Changes to local plan 
are up for consultation 


LOCAL people are being consulted 
about modifications made to the draft 
joint Local Plan for West Dorset, 
Weymouth and Portland. 

Changes have been made to the 
draft plan following consultations 
with the public over the last year. 

The plan guides the council in de¬ 
ciding where development should 
take place in future years. 

Some of the main changes to the 
plan include the removal of sites in 
West Dorset at the south east of 
Dorchester and Hollymoor Lane in 
Beaminster.. 

Areas allocated for development at 
Crossways, and at Markham and Lit¬ 
tle Francis in Weymouth have also 
been reduced. 

Feedback about the changes will be 
sent to the Planning Inspectorate to 
consider alongside the draft local plan 
ahead of a public examination later 
this year. 

Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, Robert Gould said: “The 
draft plan has changed in a number of 
ways since it was originally presented 
to the public for consultation last year. 

“With this in mind, it makes sense 
to check what people think of the plan 
a final time before it is reviewed by 
the Planning Inspectorate.” 

Ian Roebuck Weymouth and Port¬ 
land brief holder for Environment and 
Sustainability said: “The changes re¬ 
lating to Weymouth and Portland in¬ 


corporated into the plan have been 
made to reflect the views of local peo¬ 
ple as expressed in previous consul¬ 
tations. 

“Any comments given through this 
latest consultation will help the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate to determine that 
this is a sound plan that broadly aligns 
with the wishes of local people.” 

The latest draft of the local plan and 
the current consultation can be ac¬

The consultation will close on Sep¬ 
tember 20th 2013. 

Only comments on the changes to 
the plan can be made at this stage, but 
all the comments already made on the 
rest of the plan will be considered by 
the inspector during the examination. 

Copies of the draft plan are avail¬ 
able for inspection at the council of¬ 
fices between 8.30am to 5pm 
Monday to Thursday and 8.30am to 
4.30pm Fridays.

Green Lawn Blues? 


WITH a spring that started out cold and wet 
and a summer culminating in hot and dry the 
lawn has had a lot to cope with over the past 
season. Some lawns, especially south facing 
slopes in full sun, were just not able to cope ad¬ 
equately with the sudden heat and ended up 
scorched in patches.

Be sure to mow your lawn correctly. Many 
problems are caused by not mowing often 
enough, then cutting too much off when you 
do. Whatever the length, try not to take off 
more than a third of the length or the plant will 
stress and the stalled growth will provide op¬ 
portunity for competing moss. Little and often 
is the key.
